In countries 
as far apart as Sweden and New 
Zealand the Covcrnmcnt has requis- 
itioned the aid of the Salvation 
Army in dealing with the great 
problem. 

Sweden's Inebriates' Home is sit- 
uated on the beautifully wooded 
Kuron, in Lake Malarc, about two 
hours and a half journey from the 
capital city. It was on a neigh- 
bouring island that Christianity first 
came to (he country, and a large 
Cross on the highest point com- 
memorates this historic fact. Fit- 
ting it is then, that so near to this 
hallowed ground the Army's Offi- 
cers should be applying the prin- 
ciples of Christianity to the over- 
coming of one of the greatest evils 
of the present day. 

Seven years ago the Institution 
was opened, and the Government 
gave an initial grant of 12,000 kr. 
tS3330>, which has been increased 
annually.

Sufficient and congenial labour, 
together with wise and spiritual 
counsel, arc the chief agents in the 
glorious work of reclamation. The 
labour is diverse in character, in- 
cluding lumbering, sawing ice,

Very Necessary Work 
As long hro as 1898 the Govcrn-

ernment bodies to do this very 
necessary work. The Army enter- 
ed the field, and so far has alone 
undertaken the reclaiming of the 
inebriate, Its first endeavours were 
on the Island of Pakatoa. The ac- 
commodation was soon proved in- 
sufficient, however, and a second 
island, Rotoroa, was taken and com- 
modious buildings erected lo house 
150 patients. Hundreds of cases 
have been dealt with, a large num- 
ber, hy the miracle-working power 
of God, being cured. The industries 
arc light and various, including 
gardening, poultry raising, wood- 
Work, and fishing.

Asked as to her outstanding im- 
pressions regarding Newfoundland, 
Mrs. Adhy replied without hesita- 
tion that the reverence of the people 
in the meetings and their intense 
earnestness and enthusiasm had pro- 
foundly moved her. "If souls are 
at the Penitent Form they will stay 
and pray till the fight is won," she 
said, "often not reaching their 
homes till two or three o'clock in 
the morning. They enter into the 
spirit of the meeting* with utter 
abandon and it is a joy to fighr for 
God side hy sine with such a real 
Blood -and Fire lot of Salvationists." 

"What notable advances have 
been made during the past ycor?''

So- said Brigadier McEwan, Chief 
Women's Side Officer at the - 
Training College, speaking from 
Ihe Temple platform regarding 
the Toronto Young People's Day. 

And, beyond doubt, she expressed 
the prevailing sentiment regarding 
this record gathering of Young 
People, No one could look on that _, 
splendid crowd of boys and girls, 
young men and young women, 
hright, eager and alert, without rea- 
Ifz'rng that the Salvation Army has 
. within its' ranks most splendid ma- 
terial for the recruiting of its future 
leaders. 

Record Attendance 

A record was set for Toronto as 
regards the numbers attending and 
the seating accommodation of the 
Temple was taxed to find room For 
the eight hundred or so who were 
present. 

This is striking evidence of the 
growth of the Young People's work 
in the city and is some indication of 
the hold, which the Army is getting 
in the affections and minds of the 
rising generation.

The nriginatof claims that a bot- 
nnisl can tell the time by this mean;

MONKEY FRUIT PICKEHS 
"THE pig-tailed macaque or brok 
1 of the Malays is a highly intelli- 
gent animal, and the Malays train 
them io -pick cocoanuts. The modus 
operandi is described hy H. W. C. 
SiirifqrU in J4 A Naturalist in Bor- 
neo." A cord is fastened round the 
monkey's waist and it is led to the 
eocoanut palm which it rapidly 
climbs. It then lays hold of a nut, 
and if the owner judges the fruit, 
to he ripe lor plucking he shouts to 
the monhey, which < then twists the 
nut round and round till the stalk is 
broken and lets it fall lo the ground. 
Jf the monkey calcicshold- of an 
unripe fruit Ihe owner tugs the cord 
and the monkey tries another. I 
have seen a hrbfc act aa a very effi- 
cient frait-jiickcr, altln^h the use 
of the cord was dispensed *iih &U" 
together, the monkey being guhlcd 
by the tones and inflections of his 
master's voice.

NITRATE PRODUCTION 

THIi production of Chile nitrate 
has been increasing in recent 
months. The last monthly produc- 
tion was reported ui 5,Zft,229 nnin- 
inls. The situation in this industry 
is still much under normal, hut it 
is expected Hint at least two years 
will be required to bring the ex- 
ports of this product up to pre-war 
standards In the meantime there 
is an increased demand for shipment 
to North America, and enquiries 
have been sent io Antofagasta from 
loth Canada and American buyers. 



FOOD OR BEER? 
"THE statement is made that On- 
1 tario's annual drink' bill before 
the war was thirty-five million dol- 
lars < $3 5.000,000 > says Professor Zn- 
vitz of Guclpln in a letter lo the 
"War Cry." This was greater Ihnu 
the combined annual values of all 
the wheat, rye, buckwheat, beans 
and potatoes produced in Ontario at 
that time. It was also greater by 
about five million dollars than lli'e: 
combined annual values of the 
sheep, Iambs, hops and ponlirv 
which were sold or slaughtered for 
fcjoil purposes. 

In the year just previous to the 
war the consumption oT in.il i liquor 
in Canada reached its highest point, 
nanielv, ttfmSUCt gnllona, or an 
average of seven and one-fifth (7.J) 
gallons ol beer per head of ihe en- 
tire population. Of nil ihe alcoholic 
li(]tiors used in Canada ai that lime 
about six-sevcuihs w;is hcer and the 
remaining one-seventh was wine and 
spirits, 

lk-tr can he made from such foorl- 
MiiiTa as l.iirley. wheat, rye, corn ' 
am] pmatoes hv convening iln> 
starch into alcohol. Ilarley w'as the 
grain commonly used for beer pro- 
duction in Ontario. This jjrain, how- 
ever, is a very valuable feed fm* 
farm slock. According to investi- 
gations made in the Field Husband- 
ry Department of the Ontario Agri- 
cultural College. Guelplu barley pro- 
duced more digestible constituents 
per acre than any of the other small 
grains grown hi the Province, Thft 
cereals are needed for home eon- 
suinp'idii as human food or as slock 
feed, and every available surplus 
should be conserved for export 
overseas where some of the peopk 
are still being rationed. 



RECLAMATION IN HOLLAND 

"THE work of reclaiming the Zuy- 
1 tier Zee which will soon he un- 
der way, will change the innp of 
Holland. To reclaim the Ziiydcr 
Zee. it is estimated, will cost 230,- 
000,(100 guilders and make Ihc Itind 
of Holland sonic 200.000 bunders 
larger, or, in western terms, ihe Na- 
tion will acquire -MUM acres of 
laud for an estimated expenditure ■ 
of something [ess than $3 W.000,00r% 
The kind N ii> he divided into com- 
munities of some 6,250 acres, each 
with hs town hall, post office, and 
one big and four .small schools for 
the children: and all told it should 
support comfortably a population 
of about 250.000. A good deal will 
doubtless fie heard about the work 
before it is finished, for as planned 
it is one of die most impressive in- 
dusiriiil undertakings of the present 
time.
